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ABOUT    BASKET    BALL. 

When  one  thinks  of  the  tremendous  popu- 
larity of  the  game  of  basket  ball,  it  seems 
hard  to  realize  that  it  is  a  game  yet  in  its  in- 
fancy. It  was  invented  in  1891  by  James 
Naismith  and  is  defined  as  being  "a  winter 
substitute  for  baseball  and  football  not  re- 
quiring the  highly  specialized  skill  of  the 
former  nor  the  great  strength  of  the  latter." 
A  game  which  could  be  played  either  indoors 
or  out,  it  became  a  great  favorite  of  the  gym- 
nasium and  grew  in  popularity  with  both 
sexes.  It  is  an  ideal  game  in  that  it  calls  for 
great  speed,  agility  and  endurance,  besides 
compelling  quickness  of  perception  and  rapid- 
ity of  thought. 

An  example  of  the  growth  of  basket  ball 
is  seen  in  the  fact  that  this  season  Lick- 
Wilmerding  had  six  school  teams  in  the  field. 
Last  semester  the  basket  ball  interclass  in- 
cluded competition  in  four  weights.  Besides 
this,  Lux  has  her  school  team  and  has  had 
her   interclass   tournament. 

There  is  no  guess  work  in  saying  that  the 
sport  of  basket  ball  has  made  marvelous  ad- 
vances. When  a  game  grows  as  this  one  lias, 
it  must  be  because  of  its  merit,  and  it  there- 
fore deserves  your  school's  support.  Your 
school's  support  is  your  own  personal  sup- 
port which  must  be  given  to  bring  Lick- 
Wilmerding  and  Lux  to  the  front  in  this  as  in 
all  other  activities. 


WORTHY  OF  CONSIDERATION. 

The  Lick-Wilmerding  student  body  seems 
extremely  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  the 
same  set  of  student  body  officers  for  this 
semester  as  held  office  last  term.  Quoting 
past  officers,  it  seems  to  be  the  general  opin- 
ion among  them  that  a  six  months'  term  of 
office    just    suffices    to    get    the    machinery    of 


our  student  government  in  good  running  or- 
der. If  the  leaders  are  changed  at  the  end 
of  six  months,  the  process  has  to  be  repeated 
and  another  senior  year  passes  with  its  op- 
portunities ungrasped.  It  might  be  well  to 
consider  the  election  of  all  student  body  offi- 
cers for  a  term  of  one  year. 


ATHLETIC    DEVELOPMENTS. 

Let  us  review  the  situation  of  compulsory 
athletics  at  Lick-Wilmerding.  About  six 
months  ago  the  curriculum  of  the  entering 
Freshmen  included  certain  periods  of  athletic 
training  each  week.  What  was  the  result? 
The  new  class  responded  remarkably  well. 
They  began  by  winning  the  swimming  inter- 
class. They  were  well  represented  for  Fresh- 
men in  the  sports  of  track  and  football.  The 
basket  ball  interclasses  proved  that  they  were 
also  efficient  in  that  line.  The  "scrubs"  won 
two  weight  divisions  of  the  play.  Ice-hockey 
and  baseball  will  also  see  the  participation  of 
the  '20  class.  Is  this  not  obtaining  fine  re- 
sults for  the  experiment? 

Of  course  such  results  could  not  have  been 
obtained  if  the  Freshmen  class  did  not  con- 
tain the  individuals  to  develop,  but  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  athletic  training  would  these 
Freshmen  have  come  out  for  the  various 
sports?      Some   would   respond,   of   course,   but 
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even  had  they  come  out  eventually,  would 
they  have  competed  in  their  Freshman  year? 

What  is  needed  is  to  follow  up  this  work 
with  thoroughness.  Start  the  "scrub"  and  he 
will  develop  himself  is  all  right  in  theory,  and 
in  practice,  too,  but  what  is  needed  by  the 
whole  school  is  someone  who  will  shoulder 
the  responsibility  of  managing  the  entries  and 
arranging  the  meetings  of  our  students  with 
others  in  all  kinds  of  athletic  contests. 

The  school  owes  Mr.  Wendering,  Mr. 
Wynne  and  all  others  who  have  helped  in  this 
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athletic  work,  a  great  deal  of  thanks.  If  these 
men  had  more  time  to  give  to  the  athletic 
destinies  of  our  school  just  picture  the  result! 
The  above  plea  is  inspired  not  only  by  the 
determination  to  excel  in  all  athletics,  but 
also  by  the  desire  for  the  physical,  mental  and 
moral  effects  to  be  obtained  from  a  general 
participation  in  good,  clean  athletics. 


A  PERMANENT  LEGACY. 

It  -is  with  a  feeling  of  keen  regret  that  we 
comment  upon  the  loss  from  our  faculty  of  the 
Misses  Edwards.  Anyone  who  has  been  ac- 
quainted with  Lick-Wilmerding  within  the  last 
fourteen  years  associate  their  names  instinct- 
ively with  the  school's  welfare.  Ill-health  on 
the  part  of  Mary  E.  Edwards,  former  teacher  of 
mathematics  at  Lick,  necessitated  a  sojourn 
in  the  East.  Julia  M.  Edwards,  who  taught 
English  at  Wilmerding,  accompanied  her  to 
their  home  in  Massachusetts.  Both  have 
earned    the    friendship    and    gratitude    of    the 


students  and  are  sorely  missed.  Their  in- 
fluence is  a  permanent  legacy  without  which 
Lick-Wilmerding  would  not  be  what  it  is  to- 
day and  a  word  of  recognition  but  serves  to 
remind  us  that  it  does  pay  to  do  well  what 
comes  to  hand  day  by  day.  The  painstaking 
work  of  eminent  educators  such  as  the  Ed- 
wards sisters  cannot  be  estimated  too  highly. 
The  interest  taken  in  our  school  publication 
by  Miss  Julia  Edwards  has  resulted  in  the 
standard  which  it  has  reached  today.  We  trust 
she  will  still  continue  to  feel  sponsor  for  it  and 
give  us  the  benefit  of  her  helpful  criticism  and 
support.

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DEPARTMENT    NEWS 


STENCILING   AND    WOOD   BLOCK 
WORK  AT  LUX. 

The  Juniors  this  year  have  been  much  in- 
terested in  the  application  of  designs  on  cloth. 
The  first  work  taken  up  was  stenciling.  The 
designs  were  painted  directly  on  the  cloth 
with  oil  paints.  This  type  of  work  gives  a 
good  appearance  at  a  distance,  but  a  close 
inspection  reveals  the  fact  that  the  fiber  does 
not   absorb   the  coloring. 

After  this,  wood  block  printing  was  taken 
up.  We  cut  the  design  out  of  a  piece  of 
linoleum,  which  was  on  a  block  of  wood. 
We  applied  the  color  to  the  wood  block  and 
pressed  it  on  the  cloth.  This  method  pre- 
serves the  texture  of  the  goods  and  in  fact 
may  be  called  the  next  step  after  stenciling. 
Any  material  may  be  used  for  either. 

This  kind  of  work,  either  stenciling  or  wood 
block,  requires  patience  and  accuracy  to  ob- 
tain fine  work,  but  both  are  very  interesting. 
Many  different  colors  may  be  used  and  beau- 
tiful effects  may  be  obtained. 


BATIK  WORK   DONE  AT  LUX. 

The  Juniors  this  year  have  been  doing  very- 
novel  work  in  drawing.  The  one  which  we 
think  is  very  interesting,  is  the  batik  work. 
The  Chinese  and  Japanese  do  this  a  great 
deal,  and  they  have  made  beautiful  articles 
with   it. 

The  materials  which  may  be  used  are  silk, 
Japanese  crepe,  or  pongee.  Having  decided 
whether  one  is  to  make  a  scarf,  drape  or 
library  runner,  the  design  is  drawn  or  traced 
on  to  the  goods  evenly  and  carefully.  The 
designed  portions  are  covered  with  a  hot  mix- 
ture of  bee's  wax  and  paraffin.  The  design 
must  be  clear  on  both  sides.  Then  the  ma- 
terial is  dyed  and  when  dry,  the  wax  is  re- 
moved. The  design  is  in  the  original  color 
of  the  cloth,  but  the  rest  of  the  material  is 
colored. 

Those  who  are  only  beginners  at  this  work 
use  large,  simple  designs.  The  more  advanced 
workers  are  using  complicated  designs  with 
many  colors.  The  work  is  pleasant  and  in- 
teresting, but  it  requires  patience,  skill  and 
accuracy. 


LUX    SENIORS   BUSY    WITH    THEIR 
THESIS. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  duties  of  the 
Senior,  before  she  receives  her  diploma,  is 
the  writing  of  the  Senior  thesis.  We  all  work 
on  subjects  in  which  we  are  vitally  interested. 
These  are  easy  to  find  in  the  lists  sent  by 
the  various  departments  to  choose  from.  Miss 
Stewart  and  Miss  Crittenden  have  shown  their 
interest  by  sending  in  splendid  subjects  re- 
lating to   their   courses   in    Home   and    Sewing. 

The  research  work  will  keep  us  busy  in  the 
libraries  for  several  weeks  and  since  we  have 
chosen  our  topics,  many  Seniors  have  spent 
their  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays   there.

UNIVERSITY. 

The  cabinet  shop  has  turned  out  some  very 
neat  and  clever  work  during  the  last  quarter, 
among  the  best  being  the  mahogany  table 
which  was  made  by  Barry.  The  table  is  made 
of  solid  mahogany  and  has  some  very  fancy 
hand-carved  designs  that  set  it  off  splendidly. 
The  table  shows  some  very  clever  workman- 
ship and  Barry  should  be  complimented  upon 
his  efforts. 

Gibson  has  distinguished  himself  on  a  fancy 
oak  sewing  cabinet  for  Lux  and  a  series  of 
filing  cabinets  for  the  University  of  California.

MUCH  WORK  UNDER  WAY  IN 
"MECHANICAL." 

Great  expectations  are  held  for  the  Mechan- 
ical Drawing  Department  within  the  next  six 
months. 

Three  of  the  fellows,  known  as  the  "Uniflow 
Triplets,"  Nelson,  Neumark  and  Hathorn,  are 
working  on  Uniflow  engines  ranging  from  60 
to  100  horse  power.  The  curves  and  details 
have  been  mastered  and  the  actual  construc- 
tion work  commenced.  Paoline  is  working  on 
a  500  horse  power  boiler  of  the  marine  type, 
while  Corwin  is  finishing  up  the  details  for  a 
cement  gun. 

Knox  has  completed  a  6  h.  p.,  2-cylinder 
marine  engine  that  is  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
crete boat  designed  by  Anderson.  Knox  is  in 
his  glory  now  as  he  has  commenced  work  on 
a  large  military  tractor  aeroplane.  The  ma- 
chine, when  finished,  will  have  a  spread  of 
forty  odd  feet  and  will  be  capable  of  attaining 
a  speed  of  110  miles  per  hour,  with  a  125  h.  p. 
Hall   Scott   motor. 

Page  and  Landrum  are  attracting  the  atten- 
tion of  the  entire  department  with  the  motor 
they  have  under  construction.  The  motor 
promises  to  give  good  results,  as  all  the  fea- 
tures of  different  high  speed  motors  have  been 
combined  in  one,  and  the  results  are  looked 
forward  to  give  great  acceleration. 

The  motor  is  of  the  four  cylinder  type,  hav- 
ing a  three  and  five-eighths  bore,  and  a  six- 
inch  stroke.  The  valves  are  of  the  overhead 
type,  being  made  of  high  grade  Tungsten  steel. 
They  are  two  and  one-eighth  inches  in  di- 
ameter and  have  a  clearance  from  the  seat  of 
five-sixteenths  of  an  inch,  and  are  operated  by 
an  overhead  camshaft.  The  cylinders  are  cast 
en  bloc  and  are  of  semi-steel,  having  a  dis- 
placement of  247  cubic  inches.  The  pistons  are 
also  of  semi-steel  and  are  exceptionally  light 
and  strong.  The  crank  shaft  is  of  the  hollow 
variety  and  all  bearings  are  fed  through  a 
system  of  forced  lubrication  that  is  extremely 
simple   but   effective. 

The  motor  is  intended  for  racing  purposes 
and  at  3400  revolutions  per  minute  will  de- 
velop   eighty-two    horse   power. 

"Hermes"  Young  is  working  on  a  six  horse 
power  motor  assembly,  while  Lloyd  Young  is 
finishing  up  a  lapping  and  buffing  machine. 
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CHURCHES   TO    HENCOOPS. 

The  senior  apprentices  in  architectural  draw- 
ing have  nearly  all  advanced  to  the  period 
where  they  are  drawing  buildings  of  the  class 
"A"  type,  which  has  such  specifications  as  are 
used  in  the  large  buildings  in  the  business  dis- 
trict of  San   Francisco. 

Ted  Maas  has  just  completed  a  "temple" 
of  the  class  "A"  type.  The  building  was  de- 
signed as  a  memorial  church  and  shows  some 
very  clever  and  neat  work.  The  elevations 
are  particularly  attractive,  due  to  the  great 
number  of  tall,  graceful  Corinthian  columns 
and  fancy  friezes.  The  large  assembly  room 
has  a  marble  inlaid  floor  and  glass  roof,  and 
is  provided  with  all  the  fixtures  and  accom- 
modations to  make  it  a  first-class  and  beauti- 
ful piece  of  work. 

Harrington  has  recently  completed  a  class 
"C"  office  building  and  is  now  working  on 
a  city  residence.  Goldstone  is  busy  on  a 
class  "C"  apartment  house  that  promises  to 
be  a  good  piece  of  work.  Clervi  has  more 
than  "extended"  himself  on  a  neat  design  for  a 
library,  while  Duncan  and  Olney  are  working 
on  class  "C"  hotels. 

Gibson  has  been  laboring,  and  with  excel- 
lent results,  on  a  depot  to  be  constructed  of 
red  brick  and  terra  cotta.  The  building  is 
built  on  "steamline"  form  and  will  develop 
quite  a  few  horse-power.  Carney  is  busy  on 
an  apartment  house,  and  "Flap  Jack"  Albers 
has  just  finished  a  lire  house  of  small  but 
compact  nature. 

During  the  next  quarter  the  department  ex- 
pects to  do  great  things,  as  by  that  time  all 
the  students  will  be  on  class  "A"  structures 
and  buildings  will  be   executed  by  the  yard. 


PATTERN  SHOP  HEARS  LECTURE. 

The  Pattern  Shop  is  in  full  swing,  with 
Mark  Landrum  and  Ramm  as  star  apprentices, 
while  quite  a  bunch  of  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores are  busy  on  their  exercises  and  lathe 
work. 

Landrum  has  just  completed  some  patterns 
for  his  motorcycle  engine,  among  them  being 
a  piston  that  promises  to  give  good  results  as 
it  is  a  copy  of  one  of  the  strongest  and  light- 
est pistons  used  in  the  internal  combustion 
engines  of  today. 

The  old  pattern  for  the  drum  of  the  steam 
hoist  was  in  a  pretty  bad  shape.  So  Mr.  Mc- 
Laren has  set  Ramm  to  making  another. 
From  all  appearances,  he  is  equal  to  the 
occasion,  and  the  drum  will  be  an  excellent 
piece  of  workmanship.

SOME    BASEBALL    HISTORY. 

The  modern  game  of  baseball,  the  national 
game  of  America,  is  a  development  of  the 
English  game  of  "rounders."  It  is  the  only 
game  played  which  is  founded  upon  exact  and 
scientific  lines.  The  field  is  laid  out  so  as  to 
give  the  defensive  team  an  exactly  equal 
chance  with  the  attackers,  and  to  compel  both 
attacker  and  defender  to  approach  the  extreme 
limit  of  human  speed  and  agility  in  every 
close  play. 

The  tribes  of  the  South  Sea  Islands  play 
ball.  The  Hottentots  use  a  ball  in  their  games 
and  dances.  The  Australian  Bushmen  played 
a  game  of  ball  before  cricket  was  introduced 
by  the  British.  They  used  a  bat,  a  ball,  and 
one  base.  Tribes  in  India  used  a  ball  in  some 
of  their  games.  Every  civilized  nation  has  a 
ball  game  in  some  form  or  other,  but  it  re- 
mained for  the  inventive  American  to  develop 
and  systematize  the  universal  game,  to  choose 
the  best  from  scores  of  others  and  create  the 
greatest  of  all  pastimes — baseball. 

The  first  club  formed  was  called  the 
Knickerbocker  Club,  situated  in  New  York, 
in  1845.  This  Club  issued  a  rule  book  gov- 
erning the  game.  It  was  primitive,  allowed 
almost  everything  except  good  pitching,  which 
was  strictly  regulated,  and  was  handicapped 
by  the  ruling  that  all  pitching  must  be  with 
an  underhand  or  bowling  motion.  Although 
in  1839  a  diagram  of  the  baseball  diamond 
called  for  eleven  players,  the  Knickerbockers 
played  with  nine. 

The  first  great  match  was  between  the 
Knickerbockers  and  New  Yorkers,  playing 
with  the  Knickerbocker  rules,  on  June  10,  1846. 
Six  years  later  the  first  game  recorded  by  a 
newspaper  was  between  Washington  and  the 
Knickerbocker  Club.  The  "Knicks"  won,  21 
to  11. 

In  1859  a  convention  was  called  at  Cooper 
Institute.  New  rules  were  made  and  the 
National  Association  was  organized.  This  was 
followed  by  the  organization  of  many  other 
clubs  and  an  increased  number  of  games. 

In  1866  baseball  had  become  so  popular  that 
at  a  game  between  the  "Atlantics"  of  Brook- 
lyn and  the  "Athletics"'  of  Philadelphia,  which 
was  a  championship  game,  thirty  thousand 
people  attended.  The  Civil  War  checked  the 
games  but  caused  its  spread,  as  every  regi- 
ment and  company  had  its  team,  causing  the 
game  to  be  played  in  camps  all  over  the  South. 
Thus  every  soldier  not  knowing  the  game, 
soon  learned  it  and  became  an  enthusiast. 
Once  during  the  long  waits  before  Vicksburg, 
the  Union  and  Confederate  soldiers  jokingly 
challenged  each  other  to  play  baseball,  and 
during  brief  truces  the  men  played  catch  from 
line  to  line.  The  returning  soldiers  gave  a 
new  impetus  to  the  game,  and  soon  the  West 
became  a  factor  in  baseball  development. 

Professional  baseball  originated  in  Cincin- 
nati in  1869,  by  the  Cincinnati  Club  putting  its 
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entire  team  on  salary.  The  success  was  so 
marked  that  the  system  was  adopted  by  other 
clubs. 

In  1876  the  National  League  was  founded 
in  order  to  regulate  the  sport  and  suppress 
gambling  and  betting  which  had  corrupted  the 
game.  Fourteen  years  later  the  American 
League  was  originated.  Competition  between 
the  two  started,  salaries  soared,  and  at  last  an 
agreement  was  reached.  This  gave  rise  to  the 
world's  series.     The  series  began  in  1903. 

College  games  are  followed  with  as  keen 
interest  as  professional  games,  and  rivalries 
between  local  schools  arc  interesting  incidents 
in  the  life  of  a  red-blooded  American  school- 
boy.
